Ut now the Council received the 

following Account, by an Expreſs 

from Sir Thomas Leviſtone ( who 

Commands a part of our Forces 1n 
the North) that he having intercepted 
ſome Letters which diſcovered ſome In- 
rriegues of the Rebels, and the meaſures 
they deſigned ro take 5 he immediately 
aſſembled his Forces, which conſiſted of 
Eleven Hundred Men, and marched all 
Night after the Enemy, who were to the 
Number of Two Thouſand : And, in their 
March, were forced to Ford a River up to 
their Arm-pits; Colonel Leviſftone, and 
other Officers, (to encourage the Soldiers) 
went in firſt: Our Men came up to the 
Enemy before day, and Arraqued them in 
their Camp ; which was ſo great a ſur- 
priſe to them, that they immediately fled ; 
and, in purſuit, there were Killed about 
Five Hundred of the Rebels, and One 
Hundred taken Priſoners, ( among which 
were many conſiderable Officers of Note } 
with liccle loſs on our fide, The Priſoners 
gave Sir Thomas an account, That they 
expected daily to' be joyned by a great 
many more ; of whom the Colonel de- 
ſigns to go in purſair of ; and doubts nor, 
but in a very little time, to be able to 
give a very good account of chem, 

On Saturday advice was brought to 
Edenbrough, from the Weſt, giving an ac- 
count, That a Ship Landed in Ga/laway, 
fear the Mouth of the Water of Oar, 
fent from the late King James, from the 


Bay of Dahlin, with Men, Arms, and Am- 
tunition, ©c. they Landed ſome Men in 
the Night, undiſcovered, who have gone 
through che Country with ſeveral Lercers

from the late King James. The Country 
_ in that Place being in a poſture of 
Defence, the next day ſeized the Veſſel in 
the River, wich the Arms and Ammuniti- 
on, &c., and Sixreen Officers, who are 
ſent for by the Council, This Ship car- 
ried but Four pieces of Cannon, 


As the happy News, which almoſt daily 
arrives from Jreland, of the good Snccels 
His Majeſties Forces meets with there, 
borh by Sea and Land, is ſufficient to en- 
courage the hopes all good Protefaxts, 
and Well-wiſhers to the Intereſt of great 
Brittain have, of a ſpeedy and intire Re- 
duttion of that Kingdom, to the ſubjeRion 
of the Crown of England ; So the no leſs 
happy Accounts we have received of His 
Majeſty's Afﬀairs in the Kingdom of Scor« 
land confirms all good Men in their Belief 
of the ſpeedy and intire Settlement of thac 
Kingdom, in the true Foundations of Peace 
and Unity ; notwithſtanding the Roman 
Catholicks and other Facobites, Enemies 
ro the Intereſts of their Majeſties, and theſe 
Kingdoms, by their no leſs Impndent than 
falſe and ſcandalous Reports, which they 
daily ſpread abroad, with deſign to Poy- 
ſon the Minds of many well-meaning Peo- 
ple, and perſwade them to the contrary : 
For as hitherto Almighty God has bleft His 
Majeſty, and Mis Arms with Succeſs, in 
all His no leſs Juſt and Righteous, chan 
Great Undertakings ; ſo we doubt not 
bur He will continue his Bleſſing unto 
Their Majeſties, and Their good Subjedts,. 
and fruſtrate all the Deſigns of their Enemzes. 
For a continuance of whoſe Bleffing is, and 
ought to be the Prayers of all good Men.
